Our millers 
are making too much flour, and with 
the fierce competition now meton eve 
hand, they cannot afford to make fool- 
ish experiments, or indulge in bad 
practices. Too many have adopted 
this motto: ‘Sell flour by fair meth- 
ods, if possible, but sell flour.””? The 
should change it to read thus: “Se 
flour on its merits and by practical 
business methods. When this is im- 

ssible, reduce production, or shut 

own.”’

WHEN so eminent an authority on 
English crops as Sir J. B. Lawes says 
that the wheat yield for 1887 has been

wise certain that the French crop is 
much below current estimates, and 
these facts go to prove that there is a 
shortage in the world’s supply of from 
ten to twenty-five million bushels. 
Viewed in any light, it is evident that 
this must cause a considerable appre- 
ciation in values before we reap anoth- 
ercrop. The day is coming when per- 
sistent operators on the bear side will 
find themselves in a very tight place.

The markets are 
in the main lively and healthy, and if 
millers can be induced to lessen rather 
than increase. production, and the 
wreckers can be held in check, we 
shall have times in the bread- 
stuffs markets for an indefinite period.

THE world seems to be ing up. 
Australia has suffered a crop failure by 


reason of drouth. America has never 
made such general complaints of seri- 
ous drouth as of late, and now we are 
told that the Danube is so low that 
wheat laden vessels cannot traverse it, 
a trouble which is seriously affecting 
the grain trade. It may be that we 
are to have an evening up in the next 
few years by suffering from.an excess 
of moisture, but there are no signs of a 
change at present. If the drouth in 
this country goeson from bad to worse, 
as it has been doing, it will not be long 
before inland mills of all kinds will be 
shut down, and only those located on 
the large lakes, or the ocean, will have 
water to make steam with. Some of 
the smaller inland mills may find wind 
mills available as a substitute for the 
engine or turbine, and while we do not 
look for so serious a contingency as is 
outlined it is not to be pronounced an 
impossibility.

UNLEss manipulators interfere and 
send prices up with a rush, we are to 
have a large and steady demand for 
our surplus corn before Europe raises 
another crop. Our London corre- 
spondent writes that the failure of this 
crop in Roumania and southern Rus- 
sia, and the lightness of the pulse and 
root crops, must create a demand for 
all of our surplus at fair prices, though

The water is 
i , and while at times there is a 
fair stage, it oftener happens that a 
sage A of the mills have to reduce 
output from one-quarter to a 
half. The six mills using steam con- 
tribute very largely to the present 
flour production. Should cold weather 
set in, and it is likely to do so at 
any time, the volume of water 
now available would be still fur- 
ther reduced, and some of. the 
mills able to run at perGel capacit 
at oo would doubtless be cut o 
entirely. Then a pool would probably 
be arranged. There are several of the 
Silla, bad when’ loo begins to bother; 
and when ice 8 er, 
it is expected that they will be shut 
down to permit this work being car- 
ried out. Empty cars are still scarce 
and very difficult for the mills to ob- 
tain. Since the millers raised the price 
of flour to meet higher freights, the 
movement of flour has drop off ma- 
terially, and the market is reported as 
bordering on dullness. The advance in 
ocean rates has cut down exports, and 
the demand from that source, except at 
lower values, is very light. Local mill- 
Smee have a liberal supply of 
orders on hand, and are confidently 


holding for the ng range of quota- 
tions upon which they have fixed. 
Since shipments by Daluth and Wash- 


burn were cut off, a good deal of flour 
has been sent by lake and rail, but lo- 
cal agents are now refusing to take 
any. more except by all rail, which 
makes a difference of about 10c per 
barrel.

“Commission :”’ “There is cer- 
bearary A nothing in the situation to war- 
rant higher prices for wheat, and it is 
for the interest of all millers in the 
northwest that the product should be 
kept down. If you will follow the 
market for the past five months, you 
will see that there has not been a fluc- 
tuation of half a cent maintained from 
a basis of 69c for cash wheat. Now 
whatis there in the next five months 
to put up the price af wheat to that of 
the present December or May option? 
The simple fact that there are carry- 
ing charges added to the cash price of 
wheat will cut no figure, as the world’s 
supply is an average wheat crop, while 
our own is nearly, if not quite so. An- 
other thing to depress the price of 
wheat is, that the elevator men, grain 
buyers and reputable wealthy farmers, 
instead of marketing their wheat, are 
selling it for December and May deliv- 
ery in this and other markets, and 
hold the cash wheat in their granaries, 
and under the circumstances if the 
bull element is taken out of the market, 
what is there to put it up? Certainly 
a lot of men cannot bull wheat when 
it is in the farmers’ hands, and have 
millions of the cash stuff upon 
them, besides the combined re of 
what the millionaire bears sell 
them. The elevators in Duluth and 
Minneapolis have paid their owners 
from 20 to 26 per cent during the last 
three years, and it is for the interest 
of the miller to keep wheat in the 
country and keep speculation out of 
it, and buy their wheat on the basis of 
supply and demand, and so long as 
they can do this, they will have a 

i margin left. There is nothing 
to make flour worth more money, even 
if there should be a little squeeze here, 
which we doubt very much, as flour 
did not follow wheat during the June 
bulge, and we do not believe that it 
would in December. Our opinion is 
that patent flour will sell from 15 to 
25c per barrel less within the next 45 
days. There are several men in Chi- 
cago who are willing to be inter- 
viewed, or are willing to be quoted in 
your paper, relative to the wheat situ- 
ation.”

Our St. Louis correspondent, under 
date of Nov. 5, says: Unexpectedly 
large receipts of round hoop material 
have caused millers to. defer general 
use of flat hoop barrels, hence these 
packages were not as largely con- 
sumed this week as was expected. 
Only two mills are using them exclu- 
cde and that more as an experi- 
ment than anything else. * * * ony. 
Horn, the East side —— has his 
shops and works again in full working 
order, and finds trade coming in ata 
lively rate. * * * The C bers 
Patent Barrel Heater Oo. finds orders 
coming in steadily and the new works 
are kept very busy. Several slight im- 
provements recently made greatly in- 
crease the popularity of this heater. 

Additional particulars about the 
adoption of flat hoop barrels by St. Louis 
millers, indicate that this package has 
been put into use only to a limited’ ex- 
tent, and more as a trial than anything 
else. One party, in speaking of the 
matter says: “Our millers have used 
quite a number of the patent hoop 
barrels, and up to date no complaints 
have been received about them. The 
coopers, Of course, will use only the 
very best quality of this kind of hoops, 
and they certainly make a nice look- 
ing pac and make the barrel 4c 
cheaper to the miller. I believe, how- 
ever, that should they go into exten- 
sive use, the manufacturers of patent 
hoops would put up prices, as the 
hoops are too cheaply made at pres- 
ent. No. 1 hickory hoops are still 
scarce, and $7.25 to $7.50 per thousand 
is freely paid. Local millers encour- 
age their coopers to purchase hickory 
hoops, giving assurance that the flour 
trade will want the ter’ part of 
their product in round hoop barrels. 
The feeling here, nevertheless, is that 
the flat hoop barrel is the coming 
package.”’ 

Last week the MILLER announced 
that the Anchor shop, in Minneapolis, 
would temporarily use its special flat 
hoop in connection with ordinary 
staves. This was decided on because 
of the parent factory at Detroit burn- 
ing out and the material for the one- 
stave barrel becoming exhausted. The 

roposition to thus introduce flat 

oops, though different from the usual 
kind, has not been received with favor 
by the working coopers, and they have 
manifested a disposition to oppose it. 
Two special meetings of the coopers’ 
assembly have been held within a week 
to consider this matter, and at the last 
one, on Monday evening, 8c was fixed 
as the price which the coopers should 
receive for making the new kind of 
package. Heretofore the men in 
the Anchor shop have received 6c 
for making the one-stave barrel, 
and at that price are said to have 
earned $15 to $20 per week. 
claimed {that there will be no more 
work on the new barrel, with sixteen 
staves and flat hoops, than on the one 
previously made, and the price of 
making is therefore considered too 
high. Under these circumstances, a 
contest may arise over the matter. 
The coopers, of course, are unfriendly 
to the flat hoop on account of its do- 
ing away largely with skilled labor.

Being applied to for his views on the

a very difficult matter to give any sat- 
isfactory information concerning the 
manufacture of flour barrel hoops in 
this part of the country, outside of m 
own experience, as most all other deal- 
ers buy their hoops principally from 
country merchants. But an insight 
into the manner in which these hoo: 
are made may be of interest to the 
readers of the MILLER. I have noticed 
for many years, in passing through the 
country, that at nearly every log cabin 
through northern Missouri and south- 
ern Iowa was to be found a small pile 
of hoop-poles; and I was much inter- 
ested and amused to find the whole 
family busy at the work of making 
hoops. The good mother would be 
engaged in knotting and splitting the 
les open at the top end, the children 
splitting them completely, while the 
father, long-haired and wearing a beard 
uncombed since the civil war, would 
sit on his shaving bench near the fire- 
ag shaving hoops, the shavings be- 
ng allowed to dro into the fire, thus 
serving both as fuel and light. At the 
end of the week, they would deliver 
ona woods to _ oat me 
market, and exchange them prin- 
cipally for bacon and meal; the mer- 
chant or. dealer baying them low 
enough to secure himself against an 
decline in the hoop market. Thus it 
can be readily seen that the shaver 
received but a very m compensa- 
tion for his labor. And thus it has 
been that inferior hoops were intro- 


duced into the market, and many a\| i 


skillful laborer caused to stop the 
manufacture of hoops entirely, as 


skilled workmen could not afford to 
work for the m compensation re- 
ceived. This is principal cause of 


the present scarcity of hoops. Again,

The Contract Didn’t Hold. 





A suit for insurance, in. which the 
Mattoon Mfg. Co., of Sheboygan, Wis., 


‘was plaintiff against the Oshkosh 


Mutual Fire Insurance Co., has been 
decided by the Wisconsin supreme 
court in favor of the defendant. The 
Mattoon company suffered a heavy 
fire in September, 1886. A short time 
before the fire an agent of the insur- 
ance company entered into an arrange- 
ment to insure the Mattoon company’s 
buildings for $5,000. A blank applica- 
eg y signed by ~~ ard 
© Mattoon company, the responden 
in the case, was made out, and the 
same was accepted by the agent with 
the understanding and agreement 
that it would effect a contract of in- 
surance. At the same time the Mat- 
toon company fgg rma to oe 
surance company for $1,000, payable 
in such installments as the insurance 
company might assess or order. No 
description of the prope was made 
in the application, as at time the 
company was gan inventory and 
desired to wait and see which ws of 
their works, machinery, buildings, 
etc., was carrying the least insurance, 
asit desired to increase it at that 
point. Before the description was 
sent to the insurance company to fill 
in the blanks the works were destroyed 
by fire. A description was then sent, 
and the insurance of $5,000 demanded. 
The court below held that a valid con- 
tract had been made, and found for 
the Mattoon company. The court re- 
versés the decision, and holds that no 
valid contract was found.

It is very probable that little or 
none of our 1887 wheat crop will be ex- 
ported from Canada, as the strong lo- 
cal demand for flour made from it in 
the eastern provinces will cause the

The Canadian Pacific is ng a 

ush to control the wheat market in 

anitoba. Not content with taxing 
the grain dealer 27}c per bu to 
his grain to Ontario points, they have 
sent a Mr. Mitchell, of Montreal, to 
Manitoba to purchase. His departure 
from Montreal was heralded by 
lengthy telegraphic reports that he 
came here to the price of wheat 
in southern Manitoba, as the Canadian 
Pacific was not satisfied with the 
prices given to the farmers. But 
upon his arrival in Winnipeg 
Mr. Mitchell informed the _ re- 
porters that in his opinion wheat was 
not worth the prices now paid and that 
it would have to take a tumble before 
there was any money in the business 
The Canadian Pacific milling business 
at Rat Portage, where there is a tre- 
mendous water power, is open to sev- 
eral serious objections. The difficulty 
of disposing of the mill offal where 
there is practically no local mar- 
ket is a question t involves pos- 
sibilities of loss. Winnipeg, 130 
miles to the west of Rat Portage, is 
well supplied by the local mills, and 
Port Arthur, 300 miles to the east, 
Segre but a very limited market on 
hat side. As a matter of fact Chicago, 
Milwaukee and Ontario points are the 
only markets for mill offal, and unless 
the Canadian Pacific works “an inte- 
rior economy rate’ for itself, the 
freight rates will prohibit the exporta- 
tion. 

Within the boundaries of this prov- 
ince there are about forty mills in op- 
eration. Most of these mills are now 
running on fall time. , 

At present, prospects do not look 
very bright for the completion this fall 
of the River Valley railway to 
connect at the international boun 
with the Northern Pacific. Oertain 
citizens in Winnipeg have offered to 
advance erg tho cash to the — 
governmen ey are prepared 
show that the road will be completed 
this fall, but the government gives 
evasive and vague answers which in 
no — the citizens’ deputies.

Southern Minnesota Wins. 


Below isa syllabus of the opinion 
and finding of the inter-state com- 
merce commission in the case of Farm- 
ington, Northfield, Faribault and Owa- 
tonna, southern Minnesota towns, 
against the Milwaukee road : 

The Chi , Milwaukee & St.Paul 
company owns and operates an exten- 
sive system of railroads. One of its 
lines, used largely for the transporta- 
tion of wheat, runs from a point in 
Dakota territory through Minneapolis 
and 8t.Paul to Milwaukee and Chica- 
. Between Minneapolis and Mil- 
waukee defendant has two routes— 
one by way of Red beg and other 
towns, called the River division, and 
being the shorter route; the other 
by way of Northfield, Faribault and 
other towns, and calied the Iowa & 
Minnesota division. Thethiough rate 
on wheat from the western terminus 
in Dakota to Milwaukee and Chicago, 
is 25c t eed 100 pounds, with the privil- 
ege of milling in transit on both the 

ve mentioned divisions. The rate 
on wheat from said western territory 
to Minneapolis and St.Paul, when con- 
— there, and most, if not all of 
which is carried by other ro is 17}c 
a100. The rate on the River division 
of defendant’s road and o her compet- 
ing roads from Minnes polis to Milwau- 
kee and Chicago and from all intermedi- 
ate and connec! ing points on that route 
is 7}c per 100 pounds. The rate on wheat 
on the Iowa & Minnesota division 
from Minneapolis and the intermediate 
towns on t division is 15c per 
100 pounds, except from Farmington, 
which has 13}c. e rate on other 
commodities is the same by both 





Carty |routes. The fact that the rate on 


wheat on the Iowa & Minnesota divis- 
ion is double the rate enjoyed by 
neighboring towns on the other divis- 
ion works practically to their disad- 
vantage and prejudice. In the com- 
laint of millers and others of the 
owa & Minnesota division of unjust 
discrimination, it is held that the com- 
plaint is well founded; that the rate 
on wheat on that division is velatively 
too high. While a reasonable differ- 
ential rate may be allowed on that 
division on account of greater dis- 
tance and probable larger expense of 
transportation and the ater strin- 
gency of the competitive forces on 
the River division, the difference 
above the present rate on the River 
division should not exceed 2}c per 100. 
It is not a sufficient compliance with 
the law that rates are reasonable in 
themselves, but they should be so rel- 
atively reasonable as to protect com- 
munities and business nst unjust 
discrimination. When the same car- 
rier operates parallel lines and for an 
cause accepts low rates on one line, it 
should farnish sufficient correspond- 
ing advantages to the patrons of the 
other line, to prevent undue prejudice 
and van , and to preserve the 
substantial equality contemp'ated by 
the statute.

meth took a prominent part in 
American milling. We are accus- 
tomed to se A that American mills have 
Pe era of ined ya in na —_ 
and are a an ea grea 
of credit themselves because of 
what we did in the way of new process 
milling. As a matter of fact we were 
behind the times. The Hungarian 
mills were wellin advance of us. The 
first roller mill in this country was 
built in the winter of 1878-9. The 
first complete roller mill in Hungary 
was working in 1863. It was a very 
successful mill and long had a monop- 
= Neha egery brought out the porce- 
rolisin 1874. They were originally 
used for reducing middlings to flour, 
rather than for sizing them. Previous 
to 1874 rollers for the reduction of 
wheat and middlings were not com- 
og ep the cost of a complete 
set being from $1,000 to $1,200. In 
1875, at an exposition in Vienna, ten 
firms were represented as makers of 
roller machinery. Now it may be re- 
membered that the first roller mill in 
this country was built in 1878-9. This 
refers to roller milling. The first ac- 
count we have of high ding by 
millstones was at Northfield, Minn., in 
1876. A farmer asked that some of his 
wheat be ground in that way, without 
regard to _ The flour was pro- 
duced and the owners of this mill, be- 
coming convinced that high grin 
was the coming system, set to wor 
to devise means to preserve the mid- 
dlings and perfect the system. Many 
different ways were tried, with more 
or less success, but the experiment 
was not satisfactory. The purifier came 
first and afterward the rollers, then 
the success of new process milling 
was made apparent. 


* * 

Dr. Selnick probably wrote the best 
article that ever had to do with smooth 
rolls. He said that pressure will disin- 
tegrate only to a certain extent, be- 
ae which it produces increased so- 

dity. Increased solidity expresses the 
idea exactly. It is true, however, that 
bh? few millers know how to grind 
with smooth rolls. In the first place 
they give them too much to do, and 
then they set them too close. The 
overworked rolls are nearly always 
set too close. The miller is disposed 
to make up in pressure what he lacks 
in capacity. ere are many millers 
who do not know what the smooth 
rolls will do, for the reason that they 
have never tried operating them pro 
erly. This is no fault of the miller, 
all probability, as he is required for 
the most part to operate the mill be- 


yond its capacity. Short smooth roll 
ca ty is worse than short corruga- 
capacity. 


Short age come ca 
ity seems to be in favor just now witha 
large number of millers. Short smooth 
capacity is common, largely for the 
reason that very few know the —— 
ities where the capacity isample. Dr. 
Selnick continues, after stating that 
preety beyond a certain extent pro- 
luces increased solidity, as follows: 
“Tt is therefore erroneous to ee 
that middlings which are redu by 
rolls would be subjected to great press- 
— neither is it true that pressure 
hold middlings against both ro 
as is necessary to effect the d 
end.” If the stream of middlin 
so heavy that the bulk of midd 
or the stock to be reduced is so hea 
howd it gg not come contact iy 
rolls, proper grinding cannot 
done, The stream should | be thin and 
uniform. One should be able to see 
through it from end to end. Then the 
rolls may touch the stock cng and 
reduce a great deal better f the 
pressure were heavy.

differential velocity,’’ he says, ‘‘does 
not relate to the varying velocity of 
the revolution of the rolls, but is de- 
rived from the differential yelocity of 
the circumference,’’ By this is meant 
that two rolls of different size may run 
at different speeds and still have no 
differential velocity. Say we take a 
roll which is 30 inches in circumference, 
and a little over 9 inches in diameter, 
and run it against another roll which 
is 20 inches in circumference, or a little 
over 6 inches in diameter. Now the 
larger will run 300 revolutions Pd 
minute and the smaller 450. Thus they 
will run the same number of feet per 
minute, as measured by the velocity 
of the circumference. Thus it may be 
noticed that an absolute difference in 
the circumferential velocity — 
to make differential motion. e di- 
rect effect of differential motion is for 
one roll to hold back, and the other to 
push the stock forward. Thus there 
is a tendency toward elongation. If 
the stock to reduced were rubber 
elongation would be realized. If it 
were a very brittie substance, like 
small pieces of stone or chalk, the ten- 
dency toward elongation would break 
or pulverize the material. Middlings 
are more or less brittle, as is other 
milling stock. Thus, under favorable 
circumstances, the tendency of the re- 
duction because of differential motion 
is to break the stock, to pulverize it. 
But we all know that a certain amount 
of the stock is flattened under certain 
circumstan and that it is less brit- 
tle after having passed through the 
rolis than it was before. This is due to 
t pressure. Dr. Selnick intro- 
uced the word “calendered” in the 
description of the effect of grindin 
with great pressure with differenti 
rolls. He speaks of the process of 
calendering paper, which is done by 
differential motion, the stock being 
held by one roll running slowly, and 
polished and hardened by another 
which has more circumferential veloc- 
ity. This makes a smoothing action, 
a ening, compressing action. This 
is what is done when the rolls are set 
too close and when they are over- 
worked. Instead of reducing the stock, 
as is intended, they make it almost in- 
capable of reduction. 
* * 

I am touching this matter of the re- 
duction of the stock by smooth rolls 
in order to be certain that I am mak- 
ing my point. It is a very important 
matter, and is not understood by all 
alike. The porcelain rolls were the 
victims of poor grinding, of impa- 
tience, or carelessn or ignorance. I 
do not speak of this in an unpleasant 
or disagreeable tone, but mention it as 
araw fact. There is no particular dis- 
credit in ignorance, when one is not 
surrounded by knowledge. Porcelain 
rolls were discarded by sore, every- 
body because it was thought they 
would not do what it was intended 
they should do. Their makers repre- 
sented that they would do certain 
things which it was never intended 
they should do. But the cause of their 
demise was largely overwork. They 
resent it more readily than do the 
smooth iron rolls. In fact the smooth 
iron rolls will take about all the press- 
ure that one can get on them, and roll 
out about all the stock that can be 
made to pass through the feed hopper. 
The porcelain rolls resent all this sort 
of business, and because of this resent- 


ment mee f were discarded. For fine 
dust middlings and other fine mid- 
dlings the porcelain rolls are particu- 


larly well adapted, providing that the 
have enough surface. There should be 
two or three times as much as is ordi- 
narily given to sraooth rolls.
